Millionaire's Bride Helps Keep 


Small Craft From 


Foundering 


No One Realized Danger Until 


the Last Moment, Says 


Wreck Survivor

EW YORK, April 20.— 
Mrs.' John Jacob' Astor 
was still in a highly 
nervous 
condition to- 


day, suffering from the shock of 
her experience on the Titanic. 
Her physician, Dr. Kimball, said 
that, in spite of he,r nervousness, 
It had been deemed best to Jet 
her talk freely v/ith her relatives 
and attendants regarding the dis- 
aster. It was believed that this 
would serve to relieve her feel- 
ings. 


Mrs. Aator's story of her ex- 


perience, as repeated by the phy- 
sician, Is as folloxvs: . 


"We had already retired when 


the jar of the collision came. We 
thought little of it, but Mr. Astor 
was interested and said he would 
go on deck and sec what was the 
matter- I called my maid and 
put on a light dress, planning to 
follow him in a moment or two. 


GO ON DECK TOGETHER. 
"Pretty soon Mr. Astor came 


back and said he did^no^ think 
that it was anything serious. The 
ship had grazed some drift ice, 
he said. We did not know then 
that it- was a'giant berg. He was 
very calm and 
so 00 was not 


-alarmed. We put on ordinary 
light clothes and went on deck 
together. 
/ "Everything 
was 
extremely 


quiet. .No one was excited, least 
of all Mr. Astor and myself. We 
walked around and people began 
to pour up on deck. The excite^ 
mcnt began to grow, but the ship 
seemed all right. Then the order 
was passed around to get out the 
boats, but nobody wanted to get 
tato them and the first ones low- 
ered were only partly filled. 


. TWO BOATS LEFT. 
"The situation did not begin to 


get grave until most of the boats 
were gone and there were only 
two left. 


"Mr. Astor put me and my 


maid and nurse into one of the 
boats and stood calmly as the 
boat was being sent away. Be- 
fore the boat was lowered he 
sent for some heavy wraps and 
furs for us. The boat Bulled 
away from the Titanic and bsgan 
almost immediately to ship water 
until it was up to my knees, 
occupied my time bailing. 


"Before the arrival of the Car- 


pathia we picked up six men, two 
of whom died immediately after 
being put aboard."

a graphic narrative of the disaster to 
the Titanic, in which they repeatedly 
Insist that more lives could have been 
saved if the passengers had not had 
such dogged faith that the Titanic 
was unsinkable.

land and San Francisco papers there, pro- 
posed that the newspapermer of the bay 
region should take up a subscription .to 
afd the families of'the men who-died In 
tho wreck, or to send some token of con- 
dolence to the bereavod families 
The 


motion was put and unanmlously adopted, 
and Soules was appointed a committee of 
one to obla4n the addresses of the news- 
papermen who were Included in the death 
Hat, and to make arrangements to carry 
out the plan. Soules was given full pow- 
ers to act for the Alameda county news- 
papermen. 


The banquet last night was given'by 


the Idora par^ management to men con- 
nected with the editorial, dramatic and 
musical departments of the, newspapers 
about the bay. Beftram L., York* man- 
ag»r of the park, presided as toastmaster, 
and was assisted in receiving the guests 
of thp park by Percy Norwood and Ray- 
mond L,. Boyd. 


The message came at the height cf the 


merrymaking last night when toasts ihad 
been drunk to thq management, to. Man- 
ager York, to Norwood, who Is soon to 
leave for tho north, to Boyd, who is tho 
new press representative at the park, suc- 
ceeding. Norwood, and to many of the 
guests.

gathering to receive a telephone message. 
On returning to tho liinlng hall ho an- 
nounced the substance of the message ho1 
had received from the east. The rr.eu' 
about ths banqueting board rose, and with 
one accord, drank a silent toast to their 
dead comrades. .The plan was then 
broached to send messages of condolence 
and some 'substantial aid to the bereaved 
families.

McGuire was regarded as one of the

He was 
very 


well liked and was regarded as an au- 
thority' on gold mining. He was highly 
regarded by tho Consolidated Goldflelds 
Company, one of the Cecil Rhodes or- 
ganizations, for whom he worked.

"In my opinion, the, sinking of the

la a disgrace to civilization, 
a shame

world. An accident of that kind should

happened. 
It was abso- 


lutely preventable in tho prosum agu of 
scientific progress and only climlnal neg- 
ligence and supremo disregard for hu- 
man llfo caused It. 
Tho United States 


government should demand not only a 
rlgltl Investigation, but should BCO, even 
If it Is necessary tb call upon tho navy, 
that proper precautionary measures are 
adopted by all transatlantic lines.

Ono is the 
use of tho delicate thermostat, an elec- 
trical 
thermometer 
that 
measures 


change 1n temperature of water or air to 
ths hundredth of a degree. 
.This In- 


strument would have told of tho near- 
ness of tho submerged portion of the 
Iceberg long before the vessl was within 
tho danger zonf. The other Is the won- 
derful sea telephono of Professor Gray, 
which will give tbo sound of a bell heard 
'through ths WiiUr from a point ten 
miles away. 
The sound vibration of the 


propeller blades thrown back from the 
lea walls a mllo away would have been 
echoed in this delicate mechanism and 
have warned th» operator, slttlnp In a 
cabin with tho receiver of this set tele- 
phone attached to his ears, that there 
was either land or Ice a short distance 
away. 


•It. as stated In the dispatches, tho 


Titanic was equipped with this device 
the operator must have been sleeping or 
not sufficiently 
observant.

ernment should equip several uhlps of

San Franciscan Writes Striking Accoutf 


of Last Minutes *f Vessel

Sunday while my wife and 
I went out for a stroll along the Titanic., 
promenade deck we found the ^ icy 
cold-so cold, in fact, that ™™*e 
driven inside although we had on heavy 
wraps. This change of temperature had 
occurred in the previous two hours. We 
went to bed and were awakened about 
11:40 
by a Jar which gave me the im- 


pression that a blow on the side had 
moved the entire vessel laterally to a 
considerable angle. With, only my over- 
coat and slippers. I went through the 
companion way, but, to my surprise, 
found no one seriously considering tho 


8 Men In evening clothes stood about 
chatting and laughing, 
and 
when an 


officer— I do not know his name— hur- 
Vled by I asked. "What is the trouble? 
He replied: 
"Something Is wrong with the pro- 


peller; nothing serious." 
I went back to my stateroom, where 


my wife had already arisen to dress 
herself and I dissuaded her from dress- 
Ing herself and our 4-year-old son.

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No More Overhead Wires. 


The Great Western Power Company is erecting poles along 


Webster street to bring highly-charged electric wires into the 
heart of the city. Already wires are strung on both sides of the 
street, and the addition adds to the dangers and unsightliness 
of the thoroughfare. This looks like retrogression. Instead of 
putting up more overhead wires, steps should be taken to put 
those already m existence under ground. Wires carrying a high 
voltage are a menace to public safety, and the authorities should 
not allow them to be strung overhead, especially on wooden poles. 


This is not said by way of criticism of the Great Western 


Power Company, which is erecting its poles under authority con- 
ferred by franchise, but is expressive of the policy which should 
be pursued in future. When the Great Western Power Company 
applied for a franchise there was a popular desire for competi- 
tion in supplying electric current for lighting and power purposes, 
and it was deemed unfair to compel the new company to put its 
wires underground when its old established competitor strung 
overhead. 


It was thought only fair to place the two companies on as 


nearly an even footing as was possible. 


Nevertheless it is possible to carry the principle of fairplay 


to an extreme which circumstances do not justify. In this case 
it has been carried beyond reasonable limits and to^the detriment 
of the general public. The city suffers in appearance from the 
new poles and the stringing of additional high-power wires in- 
creases the danger of fire and personal accident. No other con- 
cern should be granted permission to string overhead wires. 


Of course, exception must be made in the cases of telephone 


and trolley wires. It should be the settled policy of the city to 
get all other wires underground at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. If every company desiring to bring electric current into 
Oakland be permitted to string wires overhead the wires will 
never go underground. The competing companies will never 
agfee to put them underground, and if permitted will invoke the 
principle-of fairplay till the crack of doom to keep their wires 
overhead. The thing to do is to close the door against future at- 
tempts to play one company against the other in efforts to gain 
a privilege that cannot be extended without injury to the public. 


One would think the Titanic disaster would be an encourage- 


ment to travelers to see America first before crossing the At- 
lantic, but apparently the awful calamity has not perceptibly 
diminished the desire of the average American to cross "Paddy's 
Pond" for an outing. The steamship offices in New York are 
reported as crowded with persons seeking'to book passage. The 
fast ships which go by the "quick passage"—the northern route 
—are preferred. "What fools these mortals be."

Arthur James Balfour, the last Conservative premier, and 


Bonar Law, who succeeded him as the leader of the Conservative 
opposition in the House of Commons, picked the Irish House Rule 
bill to pieces in their speeches while the measure was under de- 
bate. They found innumerable faults in it. Mr. Balfour, in par- 
ticular, professed to be painfully disappointed in the bill. It was 
altogether a bungling piece of statesmanship, in his opinion, be- 
ing so loosely drawn and so crudely conceived that it would fail 
of Its object and throw Ireland into still greater distress and con- 


- fusion. 


One is justified in doubting Mr. Balfour's sincerity when he 


regretted that the home rule government provided for in the 
government bill would prove a failure. Nothing would please 
Mr Ealfour more than to have it prove a failure. He would op- 
pose any kind of _a home rule bill. He picked flaws in the bill 
because he is opposed to giving Ireland home rule on any terms. 


-OW has been fighting home rule ever since he entered Parliament. 


This is the third home rule bill presented in the Commons since 
It* became a member of that body, and he antagonized them all 
with every resource at his command. He found fault with the 
details of them all, but his real objection ran to their purpose.

Human Folly Is Not an Acf of God. 


That ancient excuse for the greed, carelessness and blind 


folly of man, the act of God, is trotted out to explain the loss of 
the Titanic. J. Bruce Ismay, managing director of the White Star 
Company, offers no other explanation. It was an act of God, he 
says. Of course God caused the ship to be sent over the northern 
passage, in the track of the icebergs. God was to blame for the 
shortage in lifeboats and other life-saving appliances. It was 
God's fault that the ship was driven at such a high rate of speed. 


But let us consider. Ismay says the Titanic made 467 miles 


the first day out from port. The next day she made 516 miles, 
and the third day, which ended Sunday at noon, she covered 549 
miles. That is, she was running within a fraction of twenty- 
three miles an hour. Her quartermaster says she was going at 
the rate of twenty-one knots when she struck the iceberg, and 
Ismay admits that it was the intention to put up to the highest 
possible rate of speed on Tuesday. The Titanic's engines were 
built to make eighty revolutions a minute as her extreme speed 
limit. She was running above seventy-five revolutions twelve 
hours before the accident occurred. 


All this was the act of God, according to Ismay. Why does 


he not say what is palpably the truth that th6 ship was being 
crowded to her speed limit in order to make a quick passage? 
The ship's officers did this under orders, and those orders must" 
have emanated from Ismay, who is the managing head of the 
corporation. He said he courted the fullest investigation, but 
the first thing he did was to place the responsibility for his acts 
and orders on the Almighty. He fled like a coward from the 
sinking ship, and now tries to excuse his own moral liability by 
saying it was the act of God.

It Is not sur- 
prising that a sensation which Is so fa-

A careful analysis will at once 


bring out the fact that appetite ana hun- 
ger are fundamentally distinct. Hurger 
is evidently a demand for nutriment, 
whereas the pleasures of appetite may 
be enjoyed -without the necessity of an 
attendant hunger

Society of New York City, Professor Can- 
non of the Harvard Medical School, re- 
viewed the \arlous theories of hunger 
and offered an explanation of the well- 
known phenomena.

Glared her Intention of eschewing society 
and all its fol-de-rols to become a nun 
In the order of Carmelites. 
While tho 


Sullivans are among the most devout 
Catholics In San Francisco, Mrs. Sulli- 
van uas loathe to part with her daugh- 
ter In this way and everything within 
her power t\as done to prevent the beau- 
tiful girl from taking the step. 
A trip 


around-the world was planned, and after 
a year Or more spent In leisurely travel, 
the party returned home, only to find 
that the charming girl was more deter- 
mined than ever to follow out her in- 
tention. 
Heartbroken, but reconciled In 


the belief that her daughter had been 
called to the life of a rellgieuse, Mrs. 
Sullivan finally yielded, assisting her In 
the preparation for her final leavetakins 
of the world and accompanying her to 
the mother house in the Bast, -where the 
vows of the novitiate were taken. Ths 
order of Caimelites is on* of the strict- 
est and most austero religious communi- 
ties in th& world. After a girl joins this 
order she Is Just exactly as one dead. 
She is never seen again by her family. 
Communication with them may be had 
at stated intervals during the year, for 
a few moments only, and the interview 
takes place through a darkened screen, 
so that the features of either are not dis- 
cernible 
The nuns have absolutely no 


communication with the outside world, 
for they do not teach or sew or do any- 
thing that would bring them In direct 
contact with humanity. 
Their entire 


time Is spent In sacrifice and prayer. 
They pray for those who die and have 
none to pray for them, for those who 
perish at sea, and so on. They never 
speak except when It becomes a neces- 
sity. Two or three years ago, realizing 
that there was no home of tbe Carmel- 
ites on this coast, Mrs. Sullivan, In mem- 
ory of her daughter and with the per- 
mission of His Grace Archbishop Rlor- 
dan, purchased the picturesque old home 
of Mrs. Robert Louis Stevenson on Hus- 
slan Hill and had It converted Into a 
nunnery. 
Because of the failing health, 


of Mrs. Sullivan, the Archbishop, In com- 
pliment to tho charitable woman, saw to 
It that her daughter, now Sister Clare 
of the Carmelites, was sent out from the 
Bast to the home In San Francisco. Even 
if sh3 could r.ot sea her, she would at 
least, from time to time, be able to hear 
her voles. But this w?.s not quite two 
years ago, so her happiness was, un- 
fortunately 
short-lived. 
Sister Claro 


did riot attend the funeral of her mother, 
of course, nor could she see her at any 
time during her fatal illness. Miss Gladis 
Sullivan, the youngest daughter of the/ 
household, will, I have been told, entofV 
the same community as her sister.

by a generation that has known Herbert Spencer, Charles Darwin, 
Prof. Huxley, John Stuart Mill and Profs. Tynda'l and Clifford. 
Nor 


is it hard to understand what agnosticism is. It has been so often and 
BO deary defined that even prejudiced theologians ought to comprehend 
its meaning. "Doubt without denial is perhaps (he most serviceable 
definition of agnosticism. Tha agnostic is the man who says to 
the 


warring schools in philosophy and the embittered sects In religion. "You 
may all be right, or you may all be wrong, I do not know. This I do 
know, that the evidence you offer as warrant for the creeds you hold 
does not satisfy me.' " 


Some-times we wonder—perhaps with a shade of 


Impatience—why any man should dount the beauti- 
ful and consoling faith which affirms the Father- 
hood of God, the endless life of the human soul, and 
the ftnal triumph of righteousness and peace in the 
universe. It may be we have been taught to regard 
the agnostic as one who desires to banish Gojd from 
his world, destroy the radiant hopes of Tnen. silence 
hymn and prayer, one who would blot out the stars 
of hope and leave above the desert waste of earthly 
sorrow an empty heaven. 


If we ever speak or think of the unbeliever in this 


mood it is well to remember that beyond question 
no sane man ever deliberately chooses the path of 
agnosticism. No man can possibly say, "Behold, 
floubt is glorious; I will love it. Denial of God, of 
Immortality Is beautiful. I will pr;ach it as glad 
tidings to a sorrowful world." No, the sad truth is 
that men and women, wise and good, perplexed an'd 
burdened by the mysteries of the universe and the sorrows 
of 
life 


have been compelled to say to all the affirmations of the 
Christian 


creed, "I do not know; I cannot say; I dwell In the shadow land of 
doubt."

It we seek in the spirit of candor and charity for the reasons of 


this unwilling agnosticism, our quest Is not difficult. Above and before 
all other reasons is the seeming contradiction between the teachlngs- 
of religion and the hard facts of human .life, A good God, and a bad 
world. Mercy in the heavens, and misery on earth. Pity In the clouds, 
and poverty among men. A. Being in the universe who cares for man, 
and the awful tragedies that sweep thousands to destruction. Here 
Is the unsolved problem of the ages, the great unmoved sphinx of 
theology and religion from whose cruel lips come only answers 
of, 


death. 


In the summer of 1896 the civilized world -was startled 
oy 
the 


manifold miseries of the St. Louis cyclone. Death playing wantonly 
with Its victims.. And if we add to the accumulating record of disaster 
the calamity that befell Galveston, the San Francisco earthquake, tha 
Russian and Asiatic famines and the long list of woes and calamities to 
this last Titanlo horror, what marvel that men lose hope and heart 
and faith. 


Do not mlsunderstan'd me—I write from the standpoint ot a be- 


liever In God, in Immortality, In the final triumph of righteousness and 
peace In all realms of being. I believe in what John Flake has well 
termed the Everlasting Reality of Religion. But I cannot find It in 
my heart to condemn honest doubt, or say of unbelief: "This Is sin." 


The only light that 'falls full and clear upon the dark problem of 


evil comes from the* heart of our liberal faith. 
Prom that full orbed 


gospel that announces the unity of God, and the unity of life; which 
teaches that all that we call good and all that we call evil Is part of the 
unfolding purpose of the Infinite Father; that death—whether by> flro 
or flood, by disease or accident—I* but transition to higher realm* of 
life, to nobler opportunity; that In the land beyond death there Is at 
last for all the smile of God, the peace of heaven. Not from Dante, 
not from Milton, but fYom Tennyson, the poet of liberalism, the modern 
man fashion* his creed.

N the day's run, how necessary it is to beauty and the 
order of things to attend to little things! It is the 
little things that make the big successes in life. 
It 


is just as important to have all of the buttons on a 
shoe as to have the shoe. All is part of the whole 
make-up. The woman who puts on an openwork 


silk stocking with a hole in thef heel is an imperfect woman. 
And the woman who will go deliberately with a hole in her 
stocking \vill tell only half the truth where the whole truth is 
necessary to save a life. 
Negligence is an unpardonable sin. 


Many women, if quick to follow their natural instinct for helping 
others, would be positively great, and yet so many intend to do 
much and let it end there. Something prevents or so-called 
reason argues them conveniently out of it. As pennies accumu- 
late to millions, so little deeds accumulate to great endeavors. 
Nothing begins at the top. All things worth while begin small 
and work up to completion. 


In making for the beauty of face, form or personality, small 


matters must be watched and attended to thoroughly in order to ' 
accomplish success. To neglect washing the face before using 
creams or powder is as dangerous to the complexion as to neg- 
lect walking straight is to a perfect figure. In the making of per- 
sonality small things count to an extraordinary degree. The per- 
sons who consider the feelings of smaller people gather a col- 
lection of good wishes that makes a strong force of thought in 
their favor. Good manners to servants command good manners 
from them. - No person can be truly great without the backbone 
of good wishes from the masses. And these good wishes are 
incited only by good deeds, not intentions. No man knows so 
well as a great man what small attentions mean to his attend- 
ants. Big things are attained by degrees and persons are meas- 
ured by the things they do, not by the things they say they do. 
Nothing beautifies both appearance and disposition so rapidly 
as right thinking. I do not mean a person's own opinion of what 
is right, for that may be prejudiced and biased. What I mean^ 
by right thinking is unselfishness and an utter absence of self-" 
aggrandizement. That is a difficult thing to do; it is a constant 
fight with self—just stopping a second before speaking a quick,-* 
impatient word to a servant or child; thinking for a moment be- 
fore letting impatience get the best of you; saying a kind word 
rather than a rude one. 


Three days of such a practice in just the small tilings of the 


day will smooth out those impatient lines in the forehead be- 
tween the eyes, also those at each side of the nose that have 
the power to age a~ girl of 16. Those little kind thoughts will 
become a habit, and gradually generosity will take the place of 
selfishness, and I know that generous minded women or men 
make the whole world of happiness. Happiness is heaven and 
heaven is 'happiness; it is right here with us if we have the gen- 
erosity to see it. Satisfaction is not heavenly, but making oth- 
ers happy and understanding that we are in some way responsi- 
ble for their happiness i'5 heavenly. The expression of unsel- 
fishness is as soft and beamifui as an angel's wing. "There is no 
beauty in petty anger, in impatience, nor in silly rebuke. Small 
vices are the seeds that destroy all peace and beauty, the mi- 
crobes that eat away the heart of happiness. Remember, the 
habit of kindness will smooth out the deepest wrinkles.

Professor Bliss Perry Closes a 


Lecture Series on Earl 


Foundation.

vidualism as a doctrine of perfection for 
tho private person and Individualism as a 
literary creed have gone hand in hand. 
"Prod-ice great persons, the rest follows' 
cried Walt Whitman. He was thinking 
at the moment about American society 
and politics. But he believed that the 
same law held good In poetry. Once get 
your great man and let him abandon 
himself to poetry and the great poetry 
will be the result.
